Notes on the Constitctioh of the United States. Showing the construction 
and operation of the Constitution as determined by the Federal Supreme Court, 
and containing references to illustrative cases from the inferior Federal Courts 
and State Courts.

In this work the Constitution is printed in black-face type, each section being 
followed by notes (in smaller type) giving the judicial construction placed upon 
it. We have never seen a work better adapted for general study of the Consti- 
tution. We would commend it specially to law schools as an excellent text book 
for students. The practitioner will find the arrangement of the work such as to 
greatly facilitate ready reference. So complete and logical is the author's analy- 
sis of his notes that one does not have to resort to the " needle in the haystack " 
process in order to find what he wants.
